This response is to the Office Action mailed November 20, 2002. 
Claims 1 -22 have been restricted under 35 U.S.C. § 121 as follows: 
I. Claims 1 - 17 are said to be drawn to a polymerization method, classified in Class 
427, subclass 487; 

H Claim 18 is said to be drawn to apolymerizadon method, classified in Class 427, 
subclass 496; 

DI Claims 19 - 22 aze said to be drawn to a method of polymerizing a polymerizable 
composition on a substrate for producing a pressure-sensitive article* classified in Class 427, 
subclass 487. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I (Le„ claims 1 - 17). with traverse, and respectfully request 

reconsideration and withdrawal or modification of the restriction. 

In Group I, Applicants broadly claim a polymerization method
